Town council has 
moved funds from its cap¬ 
ital budget to address 
urgent infrastructure 
repairs on 23rd Street. 

It is an issue that has 
drawn growing concern 
this year from residents in 
that area. 

At council's regular 
meeting on June 26 coun¬ 
cillors approved a motion 
to free up the necessary 
funds. 

Council was told about 
$550,000 was originally 
earmarked in the Town of 
Didsbury's Public Works 
2012 Capital Plan for full 
infrastructure replace¬ 
ment with pavement reha¬ 
bilitation on Southridge 
Crescent. Any funds 
remaining were to be 
used to fix up 340 metres 
of roadway on 23rd 
Street, from 15th Avenue 
to just past 12th Avenue. 

However, due to the 
past winter and spring 
being especially hard on 
the road along this stretch 
of 23rd Street, the issue 
has become intolerable 
for many residents and 
there is an urgency to 


make the necessary major 
repairs. 

In a report to council 
administration staff said 
although there is ongoing 
work that still needs to be 
done on Southridge 
Crescent the scope of it 
can be limited to allow for 
funds to be shuffled 
towards work on 23rd 
Street.

“At one time developers 
up there were planning on 
doing some development 
and part of t hat was going 
to have to bring the sen¬ 
icing in. We were going to 
have to rip up that road to 
put in new expanded serv¬ 
ices up to them,” said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. “With 
the downturn of the econ¬ 
omy it was decided not to 
move forward with that 


development over the last 
couple of years. There has 
been a lot of concern 
from residents because it 
has really deteriorated 
this last couple of years." 

Wittal said the increas¬ 
ingly bad condition of 
23rd Street has forced the 
town to act immediately. 
With council’s approval, 
the town has decided to 
pull just over $67,000 out 
of the Southridge 
Crescent budget and into 
what is needed for 23rd 
Street. 

Council was told June 
26 that Didsbury’s West- 
Can Seal Coating Inc. has 
submitted a $67,284 quote 
to pulverize and double 
seal coat the problem sec¬ 
tion of the road. 

It is the only company 
in Didsbury capable of 
providing the service. 

Wittal said the town 
will review the completed 
work and decide later in 
the year whether more 
urgent upgrades are need¬ 
ed for 23rd Street. 

“We will see what hap¬ 
pens from there to the 
south. It is in fairly 
decent repair. This is the 
worst part of it, from 15th 
up to about 12th,” said 
Wittal.

A travelling ;u1 exhibition

Animated Delight is an 
exhibition, sponsored by the 
provincial government’s 
AllH'rta Foundation for the 
Arts, that has Ihh'ii showing 
across the province in four 
regions over the past year, 
including in Olds last 
December and January, and 
lnnisfail in January and 
February. The Didsbury 
exhibition Ls the fimtl rural 
showing in the southwest 
region. 

The main goal of the exhi¬ 
bition program is to show 
the work to communities 
that don’t have the same

Although its promotions 
budget is stretched town 
council has approved giv¬ 
ing the Mountain View Arts 
Society $1,788 worth of in- 
kind sponsorship for the 
2nd Annual Mountain View- 
Arts Festival. 

The festival, which was 
part of the Alberta Art 
Days celebrations last year, 
was considered a huge suc¬ 
cess. This year the festival 
is being held Sept. 15 and 
16 at the Rosebud Run site. 

The request by the socie¬ 
ty was met by an adminis¬ 
tration note that said the 
town’s 2012 budget for pro¬ 
motions was currently 
$978 over its fixed $6,(XK) 
amount for the fiscal year. 
The $1,788 request would 
put the town more than 
$2,700 over budget. 

At council’s regular 
meeting on June 26, 
Kathleen Windsor, presi¬ 
dent of Mountain View Arts 
Society, asked that the 
town consider picking up 
the cost or supplying six to 
10 garbage cans and four 
recycle bins, the $1,050 
rental cost of the Didsbury 
train station and Multi- 
Purpose Room for two 
days, $200 worth of promo¬ 
tion items for artist goodie 
bags, the $88 cost for the 
appearance of Didsbee for 


two days, a $250 cost for a 
full-page ad in the 
Didsbury Community 
Living Guide, the $200 cost 
for 2,000 flyer inserts in 
utility bills and the free use 
of the Town of Didsbury 
bleachers.

“The Rosebud Run 
Sleddog Society has gra¬ 
ciously offered their site as 
our main festival site, and 
this gives us an opportuni¬ 
ty to have the same loca¬ 
tion every year,"said 
Windsor in an email to the 
town. 

She said the society will 
be running a shuttle serv¬ 
ice to and from the site, 
which she added will be an 
opportunity for busi¬ 
nesses. 

“This has really worked 
really well in other commu¬ 
nities and we’re eager to 
try it out here," said 
Windsor, adding the shuttle 
service will stop at the 


train station where there 
will be a quilt exhibit and 
Seniors Supports Bistro, 
and the museum where the 
festival is having its Youth 
Art Showcase. 

While council did not 
register any serious objec¬ 
tions to the society’s 
request a concern was 
raised as to why it took so 
long for it to come to coun¬ 
cil. 

Windsor responded that 
the festival organization 
did not become a regis¬ 
tered society until last 
January. She also told 
council members the 
advertising was necessary 
because the guide is deliv¬ 
ered to all Didsbury resi¬ 
dents and the timing was 
excellent as copies are 
being delivered to citizens 
two weeks before the festi¬ 
val. 

However, council did 
decide not to allow parking 
at the nearby lagoon site 
due to potential liability 
and risk concerns. 


Meanwhile, the society 
was also successful in 
obtaining a noise bylaw 
waiver for its July 14 
Mountain View Rock 
Festival at Memorial 
Park. 

The existing bylaw 
allows for noise in recre¬ 
ational areas until 10 p.m. 
but the festival is expected 
to go beyond that time. 
Council agreed to support 
a motion to extend the 
noise bylaw to midnight. 

However, council did ask 
the society to notify nearby 
residents in the Valarosa 
neighbourhood of the 
noise bylaw extension. 

“I am not really sure why 
it is needed but that is OK. 
It did come forward,” said 
Windsor, of council’s insis¬ 
tence to notify Valarosa 
residents. 

“It is just nice to know 
that the town is supporting 
the Mountain View Arts 
Festival in any way they 
can and that is good for all 
of us.”

My husband and I have lived in Didsbury for 14 years. 
We purchased an acre of land in 1998 that was un-serv- 
iced. 

We put in our own water well, septic and built our 
own road. We have no cable television or high-speed 
Internet. As these services are not offered to us as town 
residents we actually have no services and our taxes are 
exceeding $(S,4(M). 

Our taxes have increased $2,000 in the last two years. 

I would like to know how this increase can he justified 
by the Town of Didsbury because we have definitely not 
seen an increase or improvement to any services. 

We have no problem paying taxes for schools, hospi¬ 
tals, senior developments, etc. There should la 1 no mill 
rate on water, sewer, cable/lntemet, sidewalks, street 
lights, snow removal and fire hydrants that we do not 
have! 

When the town had the high-speed lines run none of 
our acreages were included so we cannot access high 
speed Internet. As well, we no longer receive the 
Didsbury Revieu > as no one will deliver to our acreages 
even though this service is to be offered to all town resi¬ 
dents. 

We feel that we could not sell our property as prospec¬ 
tive buyers would look at the taxes atul wonder what 
they are getting from the Town of Didsbury. Our acreage 
is the smallest of these acreages and we are being taxi'd 
the most. Why?

Fire command truck good deal for town 

I would like to provide some clarification in regards to 
the June 26 Letter to the Editor about the new 
Command Truck that the Didsbury & District Fire 
Department purchased in October, 2011. 

This truck had been budgeted for during both the 2010 
and 2011 budget years to replace the 1998 Chevrolet 
truck that was donated to us in the mid-2000s by 
TransCanada. 

The mileage of this truck is currently at 223,000 kilo¬ 
metres and naturally is starting to have some mainte¬ 
nance issues associated with it. 

The truck is still in “good shape” due to the fact that 
our volunteer firefighters work hard to keep it, and all of 
our trucks, in good shape. 

This truck, and all of our trucks, has and will continue 
to go down any and all of our town’s streets as we 
respond to the needs of our citizens. 

The budgeted amount to replace our Command Truck 
was set at $70,000, but with help from local businesses 
and our volunteer firefighters the actual cost was 
approximately $62,(KM), fully outfitted. 

Of the $62,000 cost, the town split the amount 50/50 
with Mountain View County - so the cost to the town 
would have been $31,000. 

The new Command Truck is planned to serve as a 
Command Truck for 10 years, and then will still be in 
service for additional years after that as a utility truck. 

I welcome anyone in the Town of Didsbury or 
Mountain View County that has any further questions to 
come to the fire hall on any Wednesday night, so that 
they can get the correct information and to see firsthand 
what it is that we do as we serve the Town of Didsbury 
and Mountain View County.

New crime legislation welcome 


The Harper govern¬ 
ment’s long awaited 
stepped-up attack on 
crime is about to come 
into force 
with the 
implementa¬ 
tion of tough 
new amend¬ 
ments to 
Canadian 
criminal law. 

Made under 
the Safe 
Streets and 
Communities 
Act, the 
changes will 
target violent 
and other 
offenders and, 
according to the govern¬ 
ment, will, in turn, make 
Canadian communities 
safer as a result. 

While no one can argue 
with the need to make 
sure criminals always 
take a distant second 
place to their victims, the 
success or failure of these 
tough-on-crime measures 
will depend a good deal 
on ongoing government 


and taxpayer support. 

Over the next five 
months, starting this sum¬ 
mer, the following 
changes will 
come into 
effect: 

• Increasing 
penalties for 
sexual 
offences 
against chil¬ 
dren. Coming 
into force on 
August 9, 
amendments 
will increase 
penalties for 
sexual 
offences 
against chil¬ 
dren, as well as creating 
two new offences aimed 
at conduct that could 
facilitate the commission 
of sexual offences against 
children. 

• Toughen up penalties 
for violent, repeat young 
offenders. Coming into 
effect Oct. 23, amend¬ 
ments to the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act will 
“better protect Canadians 


from violent and repeat 
young offenders and 
make the protection of 
society a paramount con¬ 
sideration in the manage¬ 
ment of young offenders 
by the justice system,” the 
government says. 

• Targeting organized 
crime in the illegal drug 
trade. Coming into force 
on Nov. 6, amendments to 
the Controlled Drugs and 
Substances Act will target 
organized gangsters by 
imposing tougher sen¬ 
tences for the production 
and possession of illicit 
drugs for the purposes of 
trafficking. 

• Ending house arrest 
for violent crimes. 
Coming into effect on 
Nov. 20, amendments to 
the Criminal Code will 
eliminate the use of house 
arrest, or conditional sen¬ 
tences, for serious and 
violent crimes. 

“We are committed to 
ensuring criminals are 
held fully accountable for 
their actions and that the 
safety and security of law- 


abiding Canadians comes 
first in Canada’s justice 
system," said Minister of 
Justice Rob Nicholson. 

Of course, for these 
worthwhile new meas¬ 
ures to work the govern¬ 
ment will also need to 
make sure that police, 
Crown prosecutors, and 
others involved in the jus¬ 
tice system are adequate¬ 
ly funded. 

If Harper's MPs don’t 
match these new tough- 
on-crime policies with d ' 
matching commitment to 
ensure that money is 
made available to make 
them work, all this effort 
will be wasted. 

Justice Minister 

Nicholson says the gov¬ 
ernment will “continue to 
fight crime and protect 
Canadians so that our 
communities are safe 
places for people to live, 
raise their families and do 
business." 

If adequately funded, 
these new measures may 
go a long way towards 
doing that very thing. 



Taxes scare buyers away 


Suffering through tragedy 


My husband and 1 
moved out of Calgary to 
retire in the town of 
Didsbury in 2004. We pur¬ 
chased an acre of land 
with house on Highway 
582. We of course know 
that we had a well and 
septic and at the time this 
was our choice and the 
taxes we paid then were 
acceptable. 

Now eight years later we 
are paying taxes that are 


absolutely unacceptable - 
$5,374.51. Our taxes have 
gone up $2,000 in the last 
two years.

The History of Miki Town, Japan and 
the Maple Leaf Exchange Program 


In 1999 Mayor Lea, Council and Chinook's Edge School 
Division Board Chair Roy Brassard, were approached by 
members of the Maple Leaf Exchange Program led by 
Professor Tokuda, and were asked to consider doing a 
student exchange program with Miki- Town, Japan. Pri¬ 
ors to this request, Professor Tokuda had visited a num¬ 
ber of communities and identified 4 municipalities as 
possible candidates - High River, Okotoks, Cochrane and 
Didsbury. Miki Town's Mayor Ishihara then came to Can¬ 
ada and after visiting the four communities, chose Dids¬ 
bury as the community they wanted to build a relation¬ 
ship with. 

Council fully supported the exchange program and com¬ 
mitted Town resources to it as they believed both the 
youth and the overall community would benefit cultur¬ 
ally. 

In 2001, newly elected Mayor Dorothy Moore and Coun¬ 
cil reaffirmed this decision by supporting its continua¬ 
tion. Mayor Moore then went on the first visit to Miki 
Town in 2006. All of the costs of the trip were covered 
by Miki Town as a gesture of goodwill in building the re¬ 
lationship between our two towns. 

When I was elected Mayor In 2007, Council again sup¬ 
ported the continuation of the Maple Leaf Exchange pro¬ 
gram with Miki Town. In 2008 we visited Miki Town, 
holding meetings to discuss the exchange program and 
our desire to expand it into something bigger and better. 

In 2009 Didsbury hosted an official twinning ceremony. 
Miki Town representatives Mayor Ishihara, Professor 
Tokuda, Mr. Sanagawa (Les Gants Co. Ltd.), the Principal 
of Miki Junior High School, Joann Rebstock, and the Japa¬ 
nese Consul General from Calgary were all in attendance. 
This is when discussions began on how our two commu¬ 
nities could work together and help one another grow 
economically. 

In 2010 an economic development roundtable took place 
in Miki Town where we met with elected officials, busi¬ 
ness people and members of the Alberta Trade Consulate 
in Japan to talk about business opportunities that may 
exist between the two towns and countries. According 
to members from the Alberta Japan Trade Consulate, 
Didsbury was the first non-large Alberta City to pursue an 
economic development initiative in Japan and they felt it 
was long overdue. 

While in Miki Town, I toured a number of local busi¬ 
nesses as well as Kagawa University where Professor To¬ 
kuda explained his current research on rare sugars, how 
it can help fight obesity and diabetes, and its potential 
for market in North America. At the roundtable I gave a 
presentation to Miki Town businesses on the economic 
drivers in Didsbury and Alberta, which sparked a lot of 


interest. They wanted to find out more about the poten¬ 
tial for investment and they also expressed an interest in 
wanting to visit Didsbury in the near future to explore 
business and investment opportunities. It was after this 
meeting that we also started to have informal discus¬ 
sions with Les Gants about the Didsbury Glove proposal. 

This spring a delegation of staff went to Miki Town with 
the exchange program for a couple of reasons. First was 
to meet with the new Mayor Tsutsui, establish a relation¬ 
ship with him and discuss the future of the exchange 
program. Second was to conclude contract discussions 
with Les Gants regarding the Didsbury Glove and finally 
to follow up with Professor Tokuda about the future 
plans of rare sugars in North America. 

I was planning to go until my wife and I were informed 
that our first granddaughter would be born around the 
same time, so I declined. CAO Roy Brown was sent in my 
place to conduct business on behalf of the Town as he 
has been directly involved in all of the initiatives, making 
him the best person to represent the Town. 

Luana Smith has been coordinating the exchange pro¬ 
gram between Didsbury and Miki Town since its incep¬ 
tion so she knows everything that needs to be done be¬ 
fore and during the trip. With her assuming new respon¬ 
sibilities with the Town as Deputy CAO, responsibility for 
the Maple Leaf Exchange Program would be transferred 
to another Town employee, CynDee Walden. Council felt 
it was appropriate to send Ms. Walden along on the trip 
so she could have an in-depth understanding of the re¬ 
sponsibilities associated with coordinating the program. 

Council believes in the cultural and economic benefits 
that have come from this exchange program and will 
continue to support these efforts. 

Regarding the contract with Les Gants Co. Ltd. Starting in 
2011, the Town of Didsbury received approximately 
$3,000.00 Canadian dollars each year for 3 years from 
Les Gants as compensation for their use of the Didsbury 
name as a brand logo for the gloves. The Town will also 
receive a 6% royalty on every pair of gloves sold world¬ 
wide. Les Gants holds the marketing rights for the Dids¬ 
bury Glove worldwide and The Town has the rights for 
North America. 

It is very difficult for to project future profits relative to 
the gloves as it is very hard to project the success of sales 
in North American and Japan. The Town of Didsbury is 
not part of the marketing plan for the gloves so it is up to 
Les Gants and the distributor they choose to work with 
to Plan and carry out their own marketing. The Town will 
not incur any expense in this project, but as mentioned 
earlier, will receive royalties when gloves are sold. So 
what is so bad about a deal like that? The Town will be 
encouraging the distributor to focus on using local retail¬ 
ers in Didsbury and the local region to profile the Dids¬ 
bury Glove. 


Our relationship with Miki Town began as an exchange 
initiative, then there was the official twinning of the mu¬ 
nicipalities, and now economic development initiatives. 
It is easy to see how the relationship has grown and to 
say the Town should not be involved in the exchange 
program is unrealistic. Council is exploring the option of 
setting up a Friends of Miki Town Society and if success¬ 
ful, they will take over the organizing of the student ex¬ 
change program. The Town will still be involved in the 
program to a lesser degree and will support it either with 
funding and/or staff time to help organize events when 
delegations from Miki Town come to Didsbury. 

This year, Council approved a budget amount of 
$8500.00 for the Maple Leaf Exchange Program. As well, 
Les Gants paid the Town $3400.00 in compensation and 
royalties which was also used to help pay some of the 
costs of the program. These dollars were used when 
hosting the exchange students in Didsbury as well as the 
return trip to Miki Town. Cost of flights to Miki Town, 
associated hotel and meal costs, all fees and taxes were 
$3,660.00/person for two employees. Aeroplan points 
were used to purchase one flight valued at $1280.00 so 
the balance for hotels, meals fees and taxes for the third 
employee was $2380.00. 

The three employees who went on the exchange to Miki 
Town were paid while they were there. They were con¬ 
ducting Town business during those days attending 
meetings with the Mayor and business people of Miki 
Town, and helping with the student exchange program. 

The cost of wages for the employees cannot be disclosed 
under FOIP regulations. There were no other personal 
expenses submitted from the trip by any of the three 
employees. If something of an urgent nature arose at 
work during their absence, other staff members were 
available to handle the situation; otherwise their work 
was waiting for them when they returned. They did not 
get paid overtime and they were expected to complete 
their work on time upon returning to the office. 

Talk to any of the students and parents who have been 
involved in the exchange program and they will all say 
that it has been an invaluable cultural and life-learning 
experience. Being able to experience new cultures and 
meet people of the world will help all of us to build a 
better tolerance and understanding of different cultures, 
making us better global citizens. In today's Canada this is 
more important than ever as the success of our country 
will rely on those who immigrate here, so the better we 
are at understanding and accepting cultural differences, 
the greater Canada will be in the future. 

Did not all of our ancestors immigrate to Canada at one 
time??
